EAST OF THE ROCKIES. 


President Harrison Receives Ovations 
from t&e People. 


HE MAKES SEVEEAL SPEECHES. 


The Train H alts at His Birth-place 
During the Trip W est—Enthu­ 
siasm at Terre Haute.

HONORING TH E PRESIDENT. 
Large Crowds G ather at the D epots to 
G reet Him . 
M ount V ern on (Ind.), October 7th.—To­ 
day has been one of ovations for the Chief 
Magistrate of the nation. Kentucky, Ohio 
and Indiana have joined io doing him 
homage, and in the land of Dixie the 
greeting was no less warm than in the na­ 
tive State of President Harrison. It was 
hardly more than daybreak when the 
Presidential train pa.-.sed through Newport 
and Covington, but (he President was up 
and bowed'acknowledgments to the brist­ 
ling, enthusiastic 
Kentuckians 
that 
crowded the depot as the train passed 
through. Cincinnati was reached at 7:30 
a m , bat despite the early hour several 
thousand people were gathered at the Cen­ 
tral Station to greet the President. At 8 
the train pulled out. 
The principal event of the day was to 
come. Near North Bend. Ohio, the old 
Harrisou homeslead was reached, and the 
train came to a stop just abreast the house 
in which President Harrison first saw 
light and but a few yards from the white 
shaft that marks the tomb of his illustrious 
ancestor, William Henry Harrison. The 
occasion was not one for words, and as the 
President passed to the rear of the plat­ 
form he wa3 unaccompanied. The rest of 
the party delicately left him to the solemn 
memories that the scenes of his childhood 
and youth called forth. After a brief stop 
the train passed on, bat the President was 
visibly affected by the sights that brought 
so many tender memories to his mind, 
and when the little town of Lawrenceburg 
was reached his voice was heavy with emo­ 
tion as he addressed the crowd of old 
neighbors and friends that throDged to 
greet him. 
“My friends,” said the President, “I 
want to thank you very cordially for this 
greeting. All the scenes about here are 
very familiar to me. This town of I.aw- 
reuceburg is the first village of my childish 
recollections, and as I approached it this 
morning, past the earliest home of my re 
collections, a home in which my childhood 
and early manhood were spent! memories 
crowd in upon me that are very full of in­ 
terest. very full of pleasure and yet very 
full of sadness. They bring • back to me 
those who once made the old home very 
dear, the most precious spot on earth. I 
have passed . with bowed head the place 
where they re3t. We are here in our gen­ 
eration with the work of those who have 
gone before upon us. Let as see, each of 
us, that in the family, in the neighbor­ 
hood and in the State, we do, at lea6t, with 
equal courage, grace and kindness, the 
work so gravely, kindly, graciously done 
by those who filled our places fifty years 
ago. Now—for I must hurry on to these 
old friends and these new friends, who 
have come in since Lawrenceburg was fa­ 
miliar to me—I extend again my hearty 
thanks for this welcome, and beg, in part­ 
ing, to introduce the only member of my 
Cabinet who accompanied me—General 
Tracy, Secretary of the Navy.” 
Secsetary Tracy contented himself by 
merely bowing to the enthusiastic crowd, 
and he and the President had time to shake 
a few eager hands extended as the train 
pulled out. At Milan and Osgood large 
crowds also assembled, but the President 
merely appeared on the rear platform, in­ 
troduced Secretary Tracy, bowed to the 
cheering Indianans and the train passed 
through. 
INSISTED UPON A SPEECH. 
S ey m o u r (Ind.), October 7th.—At North 
Vernon, Ind., the crowd would be satisfied 
with nothing less than a speech from the 
President. "I am very glad, my friends,” 
he said, “to see you and very much obliged 
to you for your pleasurable greeting. 
[Great applause.] It is always a pleasure 
to see my old Indiana friends. We have 
had this morning a delightful ride across 
the southern part of the Stare, one that has 
given my heart a deal of refreshment and 
pleasure. [Cheers.] Let me again assure 
you I am very much obliged to you ail 
here for this evidence of your friendship. 
I hope you will excuse roe from any further 
speech on this occasion. It gives me pleas­ 
ure, my fellow-citizens, to introduce to yon 
General Tracy of New York, Secretary of 
the Navy, who accompanies me ou this 
trip.” Three cheers aid a tiger were given 
for the President and the Secretury of the 
Navy. 
MET OLD FRIENDS. 
V in c e n n e s (Ind.), October 7th.—It was 
quickly demonstrated that the village of 
Washington, which was reached at 1 p. m., 
had many old friends of the President. An 
old gray-haired man elbowed his way 
sturdily through ihe crowd to the President 
and, grasping his hand, said: “How are 
you, Ben ? I am glad to see you. I voted 
for your grandfather, then voted for you, 
and I hope. Ben. I’ll have a chance to vote 
for you again. You don’t mind if I cull 
you Ben?” 
[Great laughter from the 
crowd.] The President assured his visitor 
that to his old friends he hoped always to 
remain “Ben,” as of yore, and the crowd 
loudly applauded the sentiment. This en­ 
couraged au old lady to exclaim as she 
grasped the President’s hand: “I feel as 
though I am related to you, Mr. President, 
your grandfather and mine ate roast turkey 
and pig together and that makes us re­ 
lated, doesn’t it?” [Great laughter.] The 
President bowed affirmation to this logic as 
the train moved rapidly oat. 
A GREAT OVATION. 
Danville (111.), October 7th. — The 
President is certainly making his Western 
trip a period of unalloyed pleasure. No 
official business of any character is allowed 
to intrude itself, and the programme of the 
trip is being adhered to in everj detail. 
That this brief period of relaxation is prov­ 
ing beneficial to the President is evident by 
his cheerful demeanor and the general 
manner in which he bears up under what 
would be ordinarily deemed a tiresome 
trip.The generous welcome which the citizens 
of his native State tendered him at every 
stop in Indiana was particularly pleasing 
to the President.

The President 
was forced to yield to the popular demand, 
and made a brief speech, thanking the 
people heartily for the reception. 
Between Vincennes and Sullivan, thirty 
miie3, the fastest run of the trip was 
made, the distance being covered in thirtv- 
two minutes. 
The principal event of the day was the 
reception at Terre Haute. A stand had 
been erected, 3nd fully ten thousand peo­ 
ple assembled to greet the party. 
The arrival of the train was heralded by 
the whistles of every engine and factory in 
the city, and the noise was deafening. 
When the speaker’s stand was finally 
reached it was fully ten minutes before the 
thousands of cheering people could be 
quieted. 
Mayor Daniels welcomed the President 
io the city and introduced him to the 
people. 
The President in responding said he very 
heartily appreciated this large gathering 
and the welcome which the kind and ani­ 
mated face3, as well as the words of the 
Mayor, had extended. Terre Haute had 
always been the home of some of hi3 most 
cherished personal friends, and he was glad 
to know that the city is in an increasing 
degree prosperous and the people contented 
anil happy. 
“I am glad to know,” said he, “that the 
local industries which have been estab­ 
lished in your midst are to-day busy pro­ 
ducing their varied products, aud that 
these find ready market at remunerative 
rates. I was told as we approached your 
city that there was not an idle wheel in 
Terre Haute. It is very pleasant to know 
that this pr^foerity is generally shared by 
ell our peopre. HnpefViaess na.l cheer 
and courage* tend to bring and maintain 
good times. Croaking never built a city. 
We differ widely in our views of public 
policies, but I trust every one of us is de­ 
voted to the flag which represents the unity 
and power of our country, and to the best 
interests of the people as we are given to 
see and understand them. We are in the 
enjoyment of the most perfect system of 
government that has ever been devised 
for man. We are under fewer restrictions. 
Individual faculties and liberties have a 
wider range than in any other land. Here 
is the sky of hope overhead of every ambi­ 
tious, industrious ami aspiring young man. 
There are no social conditions—no un­ 
needed legal restrictions. Let us continue 
to cherish these institutions and m?intain 
them in their best development.

The President then introduced Secretary 
Tracy, who made a brief address, in which 
he said he had been delighted with his 
trip, but more especially with, the enthu­ 
siasm with which the people o/ Indiana 
have everywhere greeted the President, 
and the warm personal friendship they 
have manifested. “ The same qualities of 
hand and heart that have so endeare’d him 
to you,” he said, “ will cause him to be 
equally esteemed by all the people of the 
nation.” 
Congressman Grosvener of Ohio, in a brief 
speech, congratulated the farmers of In­ 
diana upon the appearance of prosperity, 
saying he had expected from representa­ 
tions made to find them a pallid-cheeked, 
poverty-stricken, mortgage-ridden people, 
instead of a class npon whom the gods of 
agriculture seemed to be smiling. 
It required considerable exertion for the 
party to again reach the train through the 
surging crowd. 
As soon as possible the 
journey was resumed. At Danville, Illinois, 
this evening, the roar of cannon sounded a 
hearty welcome to the Prairie State and 
gave evidence of unusual preparations for 
demonstrations, 
EXCUSED HIMSELF. 
B loom ing ton (Ills), October 7th.— 
When the Presidential train reached Dan­ 
ville depot thousands of people were found 
assembled. Congressman Cannon intro­ 
duced the President, who expressed regret 
that lack of time precluced loDger stay. 
" He was elad to notice,” he said, “ that if 
the last lyear had not yielded an average 
return to Illinois farms, that already the 
promise of the coming year is seen in the 
well-tilled fields.” [Great applause.] 
At 7:40 o’clock the train reached Urbana, 
where another multitude clamored for a 
sight of the President. He declined to 
lalk, however, and introduced Secretary 
Tracy, who was received with applause. 
At Champaign the citizens were attended 
by the students of the University of Illi­ 
nois, who received the President with their 
college cheer, several times repeated. After 
a few words by the President to the young 
men, the train pulled out and reached 
Bloomington at 9:15. 
THE NIGHT AT TEORIA. 
P eoria (III.), October 7th.—No speeches 
were made by the President or members of 
his party at Bloomington or Pekin, al­ 
though immense crowds gathered at both 
places.

FRIGHTFUL EXPLOSION'S. 
The Dupont Powder W orks W recked— 
Distant Towns Damaged. 
W il m in g t o n (Del.), October 7th.—Sev­ 
eral startling explosions in quick succession 
(some counted five, others seven) at 3:30 
p . m . to-day announced to Wilmington a 
disaster at the Dupont Powder Works, on 
the Brandywine. 
A rush was made for telephones, but 
nothing could be learned beyond vague re­ 
ports of the damage. 
An Associated Press representative has­ 
tened to the scene and has wired that the 
whole section of the works known as the 
"upper yard” is a complete wreck and at 
least six lives have been lost. One of the 
magazines went off first, aud the roll­ 
ing and drying mills, near by, set 
off by concussion, followed in rapid suc­ 
cession. There were at least seven distinct 
successive explosions. 
Every dwelling in the neighborhood is 
reported wrecked, unroofed or more or less 
damaged. 
Telephonic inquiries from Westchester 
state that the explosions were distinctly 
heard in that section. 
A messenger has just brought in the fol­ 
lowing dispatch, which shows that the 
worst has not yet been learned of the pow­ 
der mill explosion. Ten were killed and 
twenty wounded. Rockland is a complete 
wreck. None of its houses are left stand­ 
ing. Rockland is a village on Brandywine, 
fnlly a mile above the scene of the explo­ 
sion. It compsises a large paper mill, 
owned by the Jessup & Moore Company, 
and about fifty dwellings, in which chiefly 
reside the mill employes. Its population 
is about 200. 
The evidence of destruction at that dis­ 
tance leads to the belief here that the num­ 
ber of killed and wounded has not yet been 
fully ascertained. 
The Dupout Powder Mills extend along 
the Brandywine, chiefly on the west bank 
and close to the water, for about two miles. 
They are divided into “upper” and “lower” 
yards. The former is three miles and the 
latter five miles from Wilmington. 
The report of damage done at Rockland 
now proves Incorrect as to locality, the 
name of Rockland being erroneously used 
for Ihe buildings clustered around what is 
known in the locality as the “upper yard.” 
There ate some fifty houses, inhabited by 
employes of the powder mills, clustered 
here, and these were all wrecked. The 
damage to property cannot be thoroughly 
estimated tomight. 
T h e force o f th e con cussio n even b ro k e 
w in d o w s in so m e p arts o f W ilm ingtO D , 
fou r o r five m iles aw ay. 
Following is a partial list of the killed: 
Martin Dolan, James Dolan. William Me- 
Garvey, John Martygan, William Denni­ 
son, John Dietz, Thomas Hurlike, John 
Hurlike, Patrick Dougherty, John Newall, 
William Green and a woman named Rose 
Dougherty. 
Several others are missing. 
The more seriously injured, as far as 
learned, are Daniel Harkins, William Lo­ 
gan, Annie and Marie Dolan, James Ward, 
Hugh Ferry, John McDougall, Mrs. Wm. 
McDowell, her two-years-old daughter and 
Lydia Anderson. 
The office of the Dupont company is a 
complete wreck and six mills are in rains. 
Several members of the Dupont firm were 
injured by falling walls and broken glass, 
but none of them seriously. 
The dead were all employes of the com­ 
pany, and were in and about the mills that 
exploded. Several workmen are missing 
and are believed to have been blown into 
fragments. 
The first explosion occurred in one of 
the packing mills where a workman named 
Graa was receiving a can of hexagonal 


powder to be shipped for use of the United 
States Government. In some way a spark 
communicated to the can and it blew up. 
Instantly the packing mill exploded, and 
the other mills in the upper yards, seven 
or eight in number, followed at intervals of 
less than one second. 
All these, excipt one, w:-re "rolling 
mills,” in which the ingredients of gun 
powder are pulverized by vertical rollers of 
stone turning slowly around a center post. 
Immediately after the explosion the 
large building known as the refinery, lo­ 
cated near the center of the village, took 
fire. It was a mstter of life and death to 
the whole population that this fire should 
he extinguished before it communicated 
with the powder the building contained. 
The Dapont fire brigade succeeded in ex­ 
tinguishing the flames. 
Had the roof fallen in it is doubtful if 
any man, woman or child in the vicinity 
would have escaped death or serious in­ 
jury.About fifty families are rendered home­ 
less by the disaster. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , O itoher 7th.—The shock 
of tbeexplosioD st Wilmington this after­ 
noon was plainly fell in nisny sections of 
this city. The shock was also felt at Mill­ 
ville, N. J.; Chester, Pa., and other points 
thirty to to thirty-five miles distant. 
RAILROAD MATTERS. 
The Interstate Presidents VI ill Discuss 
Various Problems. 
C h ic a g o, October7th —Chairman Walker 
has issued a call for the seventh quarterly 
meeting of Presidents’ lines in the Inter 
state Commerce Railway Association to be 
held October 14th. Accompanying it is an 
addres9 to the P.residents. in which Walker 
presents his views as to the proper solution 
of the existing railway problems. He de­ 
clares that roals should discard the inde­ 
pendent sc.ion in initiating competitive 
rates. They should relieve the traffic de­ 
partments from the responsibility of mak­ 
ing rate3, aud 3hould put the whole subject 
of their establishment in the hands oi a 
central agency responsible directly to the 
Presidents and Directors of the associated 
1ÍU63. 
In addition, he says it would be well for 
roads to seriously consider the question of 
placing the entire joint traffic to and trom 
their eastern connection in charge of a 
common agency, either a sinde individual 
or joint stock corporation. The purpose ol 
this arrangement would be to provide 
means of equalizing the traffic between 
competing lines. Incidentally the enor­ 
mous expense, he believes, could be put to 
an end.

CONGRESSMAN McK INLET. 


He Talks to the People of Olilo About 
the Tariff* 
M illkrsburg (Ohio), October 7th.—Con­ 
gressman McKinley opened his campaign 
in the Sixteenth District here this morn­ 
ing.This is the county scat of Holmes 
connty, one of ihe Democratic strongholds 
added* to this district by the gerrymander 
passed last winter. The Msjcr was greeted 
by a fine audience. He spoke briefly of 
the gerrymander, and devoted most of his 
remarks to a discussion of the tariff. In 
the course of his remarks he said : “ There 
is not an item upon which protective du­ 
ties have been laid that has not been re­ 
duced in price to the peo le who buy it. 
The Republican party fifteen years ago 
gave the country free coffee and tea, and 
has row given it free sugar. We have, 
as the result, a free and uutaxed 
breakfast table. The duties under this 
bill are lower than those of anv trill since 
1861. We have reduced duties wherever 
it wouid not interfere with or injure home 
industry, and have if,creased it only where 
protection to our own manufacturing in­ 
terests demanded it. The duties on wool 
have all been made protective. If in 1883 
you farmers of Ohio defeated the Repub­ 
lican party for a reduction of the w ool 
tariff, as the Democrats then claimed, it Í9 
your duty now to vote for the Republican 
party. It has not only restored the tariff 
of 1863, but made it s’tonger by a high 
tariff on all substitutes for wool. The 
American market is the best in the world, 
and it has been made so and can only be 
so retained by protection.

The Race Question Raised—Miners Quit 
W ork. 
T e r r e H a u te (Ind.). October 7th.—A 
Supreme Council of the Federation of Rail­ 
way Employes has been called to meet at 
Houston, Texas, next Thursday, to con­ 
sider the troubles on the Houston and 
Texas Central Road arising from the em­ 
ployment of colored switchmen. Grand 
Master Wilkinson of the Switchmen’s 
Union has been there for several days, but 
is unable to effect a settlement. The com­ 
pany refuses to discharge the colored em­ 
ployes. If a strike should be ordered on 
the Houston ahd Texas Central it might 
involve all of Huntington's lines in the 
Southwest and thus be a matter of grave 
importance. Grand Secretary Debos says 
this is the first instauce of race trouble 
coming before the Federation, and the 
matter is likely to be a serious one. He 
said not one of all the railroad organiza­ 
tions accepted colored men as members. 
White employes are endeavoring to raise 
weges in the South, but colored labor can 
he procured cheaper. The colored men 
have organizations, but are not affilialing 
with white organizations.

PERMISSION GRANTED FOR A SWAMP 
LAND ELECTION.

The Board of Supervisors reconvened 
yesterday morning, all members being 
present, except Mr. Greer, who is confined 
to bis home from illness. 
A petition was received from residents of 
8wamp Land District No. 3, on Grand 
Island, for permission to call an election 
of new Trustees of that District. The re­ 
quest was granted and the election cail or­ 
dered advertised. 
The Committee on Contracts asked for 
and was allowed fnrther time in which to 
report on the bids for replanting the 
Twelfth-street bridge. 
The report of the viewers appointed to 
investigate the matter of the petition of 
land-owners in Road District 18 for a new 
road was received and filed. The report 
recommended that damages at the rate of 
$150 an acre be allowed those persons 
through whose lands it was proposed to cut 
the road. 
Mr. Tebbets notified the Board that he 
intended to oppose, at the proper time, the 
paying of any such amount as $150 an acre 
damages to persons who were to bs bene­ 
fited by the road. If they wanted the road 
they Qould afiord to give the land to the 
County, 
The report was then placed on file and 
the petition set for hearing for November 
8th, when 
non-consenting land-owners 
could be present. 
Another petition was received from the 
same road district for a new road com­ 
mencing at the 8acramento river, near 
John Crofton’s place, and running eastward 
to C. W. Clarke’s place. This petition was 
laid over temporarily. 
A communication was received from the 
City Trustees, asking the Supervisors to 
take action against an alleged nuisance 
maintained by a winery at Guthrie's Sta­ 
tion. The winery complained of has been 
in the habit of dumping refuse matter into 
the R-street canal, to the annoyance of res­ 
idents of that vicinity. 
Mr. Tebbets suggested that the matter be 
referred to the Health Officer of that dis­ 
trict, but Mr. Bates thought this too dila­ 
tory a course. Mr. Tebbets then moved 
that the matter be referred to Mr. Bates, 
with instructions to have the alleged nui­ 
sance abated, and the motion was car­ 
ried. 
A recess was then taken till afternoon. 
At the afternoon session a petition was 
received from A. R. Harvie and other resi­ 
dents in Georgiana Township, asking the 
Board to authorize the construction of a 
drawbridge across Georgiana Slough at 
Walnut Grove. The petition alleges that 
the ferry at that point is inadequate to the 
needs of the public, and in seasons of high 
water cannot run at all. 
On motion of Mr. Tebbets, the petition 
was referred to the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges, to investigate and report 
thereon. 
Messrs. Tebbets and Black, a majority of 
the committee to whom was referred the 
bids for re-planking the trestlework near 
the American river bridge, reported in 
favor of awarding the contract to R W. 
Parker at $3,700. 
Mr. Bates submitted a minority report 
against the acceptance of any of the Dids 
received for the work. 
The majority report was accepted by the 
votes of Messrs. Ross, Tebbets and Black, 
Mr. Bates voting no. 
On motion of Mr. Tebbets, the Chair­ 
man was authorized to enter into a con­ 
tract with Mr. Parker for the work, on his 
filing a bond in the sum of $2,000. 
The Board then took a recess until 
10 o’clock this morning. 


SACRAMENTO’S CHANCES. 


She M ay W in th e P em m n t 1Í She D owds 
th e S tock ton s R ig h t A lon g. 
In six weeks the baseball season of the 
Califtffnia League will come to a close, and 
the contest for the pennant between the 
Sacramento, San Francisco and Oakland 
club3 promises to be an exciting sffair. The 
clubs are now practically tied for first place, 
and though Stockton cuts no figure, so far 
as her chances for winniDg are concerned, 
yet she will play play the most important 
part in the League race from now to the 
end of the season. 
The other clubs depend upon winning 
almost every game they play wiih the club 
from Stockton, and it behooves the latter 
team to pull together and win as many 
games as possible. 
If it were an assured fact that Stockton 
would ;iose every game she played from 
now on, then the Sacramento club stands 
the best chance for winning the pennant, 
as it has twice a3 many games to play with 
Stockton as any other club. In order that 
those who are figuring on the result can 
estimate correctly, below is given the num­ 
ber of games which each club will play 
with the others: 
The seasou closes on November 23d, with 
a game atpan Francisco between the Oak­ 
land's and San Franciscos, and a morning 
game at Stockton and one in the afternoon 
here—both between the Sacramentos-and 
Stocktons.

paper or otherwise, which is characterized 
by personal detraction. 
“I have made no attack upon these gen­ 
tlemen involving either their personal 
character or ability—nor have I cast any 
slurs. My criticism was directed solely 
against one feature of Rule V, rovernwg 
the State Liorary—that contemplating a per­ 
sonal responsibility on the part of judges 
for books drawn from the library by attor­ 
neys. 
My objection to that rule was 
couched in language entirely free from 
personal criticism or allusion of aDy char­ 
acter, unless it may be said that any criti­ 
cism of a public act necessarily involves a 
slur upon the personal character of the 
officer or Board performing it. When an 
order was presented to me under that rule 
I said I did not recognize the right of the 
Board of Trustees of the State Library to 
require at my hands orders for books, to 
be drawn by third parties, implying my 
personal responsibility for their safe return, 
and that I should refuse to sign such orders. 
“For the reportorial license in dressing the 
incident in an attractive garb for publica­ 
tion, I do not hold myself responsible. I 
am bound only by my.language and what 
it implies; but at the same time, there was 
nothing in the item as published to justly 
excite the personal ire of auy member of 
that Board. The reply of these three gen­ 
tlemen to my objection, it will ba readily 
seen by the most casual reader, when 
stripped of its belittling adjectives and at­ 
tempts at personal detraction used toward 
myself, and some unhappy reflections upon 
the manner in which the library has been 
conducted under their predecessors, leaves 
nothing but references to our statutes and 
some precedents from other States sustain­ 
ing their general anthority in m ana.ing 
the library to properly régnlate the use and 
withdrawal 
of 
books, which 
none, 
much less 
myself, 
have 
undertaken 
to dispute; but I challenge anyone to 
find in any statute or precedent referred 
to any warrant for such a provision as 
,4he one pointed out in Rule V. 
‘ It may be suggested os a little singular, 
if not remarkable, that of all the dis­ 
tinguished lawyers and gentlemen who 
have served on the Board of Trustees of 
the library during its thirty-five or forty 
years of existence—such men as Judge!. 
S. Belcher, A. C. Freeman. Henry EJger- 
ton, Chiel Justice Beatty, Judge Armstrong, 
and many others—that none of them have 
ever deemed it proper or expedient or 
necessary, for that matter, to adopt such a 
rule as this.” _____ ____

A LA SK A ’S RESO URCES. 


Interesting Report of Governor Knapp 
to the Goveromcnt. 
,, TVashisjton, Ociober 
7th.—Governor 
Knapp of Alaska in his annual report says 
the law prohibHiog the sale and ruinu- 
facture of intoxicating liquors in the Terri­ 
tory is a dead letter, except as to the In­ 
dians. 
"The reason for the inefficiency of the 
law,’’ the Governor says, “is that prosecu­ 
tions would be cf no avail. The Grand 
Juries refuse to indict and the petit juries 
refuse 
to 
convict. 
Legislation which 
would provide more effective machinery 
for the enforcement of the present law 
would undoubtedly afford a solution of the 
perplexing question.” 
He calls attention to the inadequacy of 
the present laws for the administration of 
justice, and recommends that a Commis­ 
sion consisting in part, at least, of gentle­ 
men acquainted with the country and its 
need9 be appointed to prepare a short code 
of special laws to be submitted to Con­ 
gress. 
The work of Government schools, of 
which there are fourteen, the Governor 
savs are measurably satisfactory, though 
the attendance is not large, the children 
preferring to hunt and fish,and the parents 
being indifferent. 
About 100,000 full-sized seal skins were 
taken by the Alaska Commercial Company 
during the year under their contract with 
the Government, and probably half as 
many more were captured at sea and stolen 
by poaching vessels. Other iurs, such as 
bear, mink, otter, etc., are taken in large 
numbers. The cod fishing industry, though 
not insignificant, is far from what it should 
be. Seme of the exports last year are 
enumerated below: Whalebone. $1,159,905; 
whale oil, $172,500; codfish, $555,000; sal­ 
mon, $3,355,000; gold (estimated), $2.000,­ 
000; fur seal, $2,000,000, and all other ex­ 
ports sufficient to make a total of $9,­ 
840,730. 
The Governor recommends a provision 
for acquiring title to land be afforded 
by the general Government; the mail fa­ 
cilities be increased; Government hospitals 
be established, and authorized representa­ 
tion in Congress, the Governor says, should 
be provided. The presence in Washington 
every winter, he says, of unauthorized 
persons assuming to voice the sentiment of 
the people, and their mistakes (to use no 
stronger term), are, he says, doing infinite 
mischief.

BRIE? NOTES. 


How the Action of the “Saints’” Confer­ 
ence is Viewed. 
W ashington, October 7th.—Most of the 
Senators and Congressmen have left Wash­ 
ington, but the news from the Mormon 
Conference was heard with profound satis­ 
faction by the officials here who have 
mainly to deal with the church in Utah. 
“This is indeed important news,” said Gen­ 
eral Noble, Secretary of the Interior, when 
informed of the action of the General Mor­ 
mon Conference. 
“I am glad to hear of it, 
and hope the action of the Mormon Church 
was taken in all sincerity. If the action of 
the Mormon conference brings forth proper 
fruits, naturally it will tend to relax the 
rigor of the law. It is polygamy that it is 
desired to exterminate. 
I confess the re­ 
cent landing of a large number of female 
immigrants at New York does not, to my 
mind, tally very well with this official ac­ 
tion of the Mormon Church, nor does it in­ 
dicate reform. 
However, let us accept it 
in the spirit of sincerity and trust that they 
really propose to conform to the law of the 
land. It is much preferable to have them 
relinquish polygamy voluntarily than to 
be compelled to crush it out by the strong 
arm of the law.” 
Attorney-General Miller, upon whom de­ 
volves the duty of prosecuting 
those 
charged with polygamous practices, said: 
“The Significance of this proceeding on the 
part of the General Mormon Council will 
have to be developed by circumstances. 
Whether a set of men who, in the past, 
have been as wise as serpent9, are suddenly 
going to become as harmless as doves, is a 
problem which the future alone can solve. 
Probably they have begun to realize that 
they cannot resist the power of this Gov­ 
ernment.”

YOUNG 
CATHOLICS. 
Convention of the National Union at 
Washington. 
W ashington, October 7tb.—The Conven­ 
tion ol the Catholic Young Men’s National 
Union began this morning with high mass 
at St. Patrick’s Church. At the conclusion 
of the services the delegates marched to 
Carroll Hall where the Convention was 
called to order. In the hall national fiags 
and bunting had been employed to produce 
artistic effects. 
Cardinal Gibbons, Bishop Keane and 
other dignitaries were on the platform. 
Among the audience were a number of 
young colored men representing different 
societies. Father Lavelle, President of the 
Union called the meeting to order and in­ 
voked Divine blessing upon the assem­ 
blage. 
Cardinal Gibbons made the delegates wel­ 
come in the name of the diocese and more 
especially on behalf of Father Walter, of 
St. Patrick s, to whom he paid a high and 
graceful tribute. 
He went on to talk of 
the prospects and duties of the Union and 
referred to the plans of work to be discussed 
at the meeting, more especially the ques­ 
tion o I formation of reading rooms and 
libraries. 
Bishop Keane, rector of the Catholic 
University, also spoke. 
A committee was appointed to draft a 
message tobe cabled to the Pope asking his 
blessing.

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A H arbor P efo tn c R am and T w o T or­ 
pedo B o a ts to B e B u ilt. 
W ashington, October 7th.—Within the 
next week the Navy Department will ad­ 
vertise for proposals for three more vessels 
—the Ammen harbor defease ram, the 750- 
tou torpedo boat and another first-class 
torpedo boat. The plans for the ram have 
been about completed, and the work is well 
advanced on the plans for both the hull 
and machinery of tbe torpedo cruiser. The 
Act authorizing this latter vessel fixes her 
speed requirements at twenty-three knots, 
and this high speed, it is feared, may deter 
some ship-buildere from bidding, although 
her engines will probably develop nearlr 
7,000-borse-power. and ought to be able to 
drive her through the water at the required 
speed. 
For the torpedo beat no detailed plans 
will be prepared by the Department, but 
the definite requirements will be outlined 
and within these the bidders will have full 
liberty to make their own plans. This 
boat will have 115 tons displacement, mak­ 
ing her about 17 tons larger than the 
Cushing—she will be about 154 feet long 
and with 15 feet extreme beam. If all ex­ 
pectations are realized, she will be able to 
show the speed requieite to insure accept­ 
ance—twenty-five knots per hour—but she 
is expected to make at least twenty-seven 
knots, which is about the highest mark 
torpedo-boat builders have set for them- 
selvas.
